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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered 
but are not persuasive. Regarding Applicant's argument that none of the cited references teach transmitting the image and the 
transaction result to a mobile device associated with the user, Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Uhland reference is relied upon for 
teaching financial institutions sending check images and transaction information back to the customer, as opposed to sending the actual 
check back to the customer. The reduction in processing is in eliminating the need to send the paper check back to the customer, which 
the combination of Hyde and Uhland accomplishes. The check image and transaction information is sent to the customer through known 
methods of sending transaction information to a customer. While the Uhland reference does not teach sending transaction information to 
a mobile device to be a known method of sending transaction information, the Joao reference corrects this deficiency by teaching sending 
transaction information to a customer via a mobile device (further evidence can be found in Joao at least at paragraphs 26 and 34). The 
fact that the cited references contain a motivation to combine which is different from the Applicant's motivation to include the claimed 
features, does not distinguish the claimed invention over the prior art. As such, the rejection of claims 1,19, and 34 is deemed proper. 
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
